Eoglisli aud Contiuental Eclioesi 

Oar English files bring us down to 
the 80th day of Juno, at which date 
the Eoform BlU was nearly ready for 
the Upper House. The debates in tlio 
CommonB during tho fortnight wore 
interoBting; but ns Iho features of tbo 
bill as phased arc already known hero, 
wo have not room to-day for oven an 
opitomo ot tho epeecboP. 'i-bo Trades' 
Union Commission sitting at Sbcffield 
have exposed a very horrible state of 
affairs there among tbo workmen. 
Tho invoatigalion at Shofliold was for 
the purpose of asooitaining tho con- 
Boction between tbo raurdor of one 
Linley, a grinder, and the Trades' 
Union of grinders in tluit city. It 
turned out tbat a Mr 15: ondhoad, tbo 
Secretfiry of the Trades' Union, h'^d 
actually paid for two attempts on tbo 
life of liinley, as well as for attempts 
to blow up a factory opposed to tbo 
Union, and to do otbcr dreadful 
things!; and tbo Trades' Union tbougbt 
it quite right to act in tbis manner. 
Broadboad, a man of education and 
inflaenoe, according to hia own udmis- 
sions, entered into an agreement with 
bis tools for taking the life of ibo 
murdered man Linloy on payment oi a 
given enm, and bargained with tho 
murderers deliberately, and with as 
much coolucEs, as a butobor would 
higgle with a outtlo dealer about tho 
price of so many lambs or calves that 
he desired to purchase and slaughter. 
The details are eo unparalleled and 
80 flickening, that wo ask, in amaze 
ment, whether it is poasible that such 
monstroBity| can have occurred in tho 
very heart' of England ? No discov- 
ery could bo made of the authors of 
these outrages, and no rewards in- 
duced a betrayal of tbe culprits, until 
the commissioners invited revelations 
by a promise of pardon. Tbo fear of 
punishment prevented discloHurc j but 
when immunity was proclaimed, on tbo 
Bole condition of telling tbo tvulb, tbo 
tale of blood came out, ar,d the cow- 
ardly creatures who could waylay and 
shoot a fellow^workman in cold blood, 
for a sum of money previously agreed 
upon, purcbascd tbo preservation of 
their infamous lives by laying all tbe 
facts' bare. Broadhcad confessed, and 
BO did hia tools. Linloy was to be 
killed because bo rtfased to belong to 
the Union and employed balfa-dozon 
lads. Tho Trades' Union must bo 
BOBtained at all hazards, paid Broad-, 
head, and his current price for blow- 
ing up a bouse with gunpowder or as- 
sassinating a fellow-creature was from 
fifteen to twenty pounds. Sheffield 
will have reason to be proud of a so- 
oiety:that could so coolly propo; o to 
sustain itaelf by such outrages, and 
tho Unions generally will have to 
submit to much odium that may bo 
uodesorvcd in conseqnenco. Trades' 
Unions, sinca these awful disclosures, 
have become most unpopular, and tbe 
Unions ot other cities have denounced 
tbq_8DoicLies under who-so sanction the 
outrages were perpetrated— but tbe 
impression lluil tbo bands ol all tbo 
Unions are tarred wilii tbo Sbeilield 
stick is wide-i-pi-ead. Tbe masto"., 
tailors, taking advantage of tbo bad 
odor in which strikes stand, huvo bad 
Bummonsea issued against tbn preeis 
dent, Bccictury and olbor odielals of 
tho Operative Taikrs' Association, on 
a charge of conspiring to irapoveriBh 
certain master tailors, by inducing 
men not to work for them. On the 
17th Aldorahot Camp was honored by 
a royal .visit, on the occasion of which 
a grand review of all the troops in 
garriflon took place. Tho proposed 
visit of their Itoyal HighncsBoa was 
announced in an " after order," pub- 
lished at tbo camp on Satujday eve-, 
ning, and rcgimonts wore ordered to 
be QS strong a^< porsiblc. The funeral 
of tho man Walsh, who was killed in 
tho Waterfoid riot, was attended by 
5,000 people, who walked in proces- 
sion, contrary to tbo advico of tbo 
lloman Catholic iiirtbop. Tho hearse 
waa decorated with green bianebes 
and flowers, and bunilrods bore 
branches in their bands. Tho coflin 
was carried after tbo bearsu by six 
men. AU pat'.sod oil' (iuiutly. At tbo 
breakfast to (iarrison in Loiidun, on 
the 30th of Juno, Karl Jimwdl re- 
marked that, whereas dilloronees of 
rooo, religion or inutitutions ofioa led 
to sontimonta of hatred between na^ 
tions ond to Banguir.ary wars, Eng- 
land and tbo United btutos buying tbo 
eame anco8tr>, tho samo religion, and, 
though diiiercnl institutions, tbe aamo 
love ol freedom, ought to bo porpotual 
friends. [Cboora ] ,Ho acknowledged 
having boon at fault in thinking, when 
ho Southern States endeavored to cs>

tbe oiroumstaaoea of America led him 
into|tbat|^^error|,^^^^ was convinced 
by the eminent ^M;^ ropiesontod 
the United Statc8in^thiB;5|Ountry (Mr 
Adams) in frequent conversation upon 
tho subject, that ho had not vonderod 
full justice to Mr Lincoln, who was 
not only tho friend, but ultiiualcly tho 
martyr of freedom. After pointing to 
how much more difficult abolition was 
in America than tho West Indies, on 
account of alaveiy being bound up 
with all tho political and social relu- 
tions of tho Soiiib, and culoj^ising ibo 
course pursued by' Preaitlent J^incolu 
and hia Government, his lordship ox^ 
pressed his hope that the auimcsitics 
of eighty years ago had become ex- 
tinct, remarking that wo Enfdidbmon 
shared in tho admiration of Wa^hing- 
lon as tbo man of puroat patriotism 
among all tbe great men of modoru 
times, nnd rejoiced as much at tbo frco 
institutions and prosperity of An\oricu 
as the Americans did thomselvos. He 
hoped tbo friendship of tho two coun- 
trioa would bo lasting, and that that 
meeting would tend to a closer attach- 
ment between communities which 
ought never to bo at variance. 
Mr Lowe, it ia believed, will be chosen 
to represent the University of London 
at tbo next election. Tho crozy orea- 
turo Murphy, whOBO ravings gave riso 
to tbe Birmingham riota, is Blill lec- 
turing, but as the Catholioapay little 
attention to him, his popularity is on 
tho wane. Tho Commiltoo of Inves- 
tigation into tbo affairs of tbe J5rigb- 
ton and South-Ooust Eailway have 
presented their report. Tho Com- 
mittoe eompri^-cs Lord Westbury and 
Sir Charles Jackson, iieopio who know 
what ihoy are saying, aud they report 
that tho management lor the lasl 
twelve years has been di?gi'rtC.-iuMy 
bad, that tho capital acenunt has boon 
increased by XS,072UOO, and tbo 
revenue by only X'113,OU0, tho branch 
lines scarcely paying their working 
expenses. Tho Monitcur lately con- 
tained, in its official part, a paragraph 
beginning with Ibis extraordinary 
sontonco, " AVo omitted to mention tho 
departure of tho King of Prussia,"— 
which bad taken place throe days be- 
fore. Tho words aro of course in«. 
tended to imply that the King of 
PfUBsia ia a personage of no p.irticuhir 
importance, and they have been in- 
terpreted, both in Paris and Berlin, as 
conveying an inleniional elighb. It 
is stated that the Emperor is greatly 
moved by the entrance of the South 
German States into the ZoUvorein, 
which will be followed, ho thinks, by 
their formal admission into tho Con. 
federation. Germany will then bo one 
and indivisible, and the value of guar- 
antees will bo tested. How little 
statesmen agree about what wo aro 
bound to do ia evident from Lord 
Derby's and Lord Russell's different 
vie^v3, expressed on Thursday. "II 
France," said Lord Derby, " in viola> 
tiou of tbis treaty, should tnko ]) jri.. 
seaeion of Luxemburg, MnL^laud, 
though Prussia might call for ii.-.si.st- 
aneo, was not bound togivo it," which 
intorpretfl tho guarantee as illusory. 
On tho other hand. Lord iUissell sa'd 
his opinion was that if " I'ranco should 
violate tbe treaty, tho otbcr powois 
of I'juropo would feel bound to call on 
Franco to retire from Luxemburg." 
And that, too, is evidently Lord HtaTi- 
ley's feeling, supposing they are big 
enongh and numerous enough to un- 
dertake such a business with reasonr 
able hope of Bttocess ; — hence his very 
just anxiety. But why is it necessary 
to enter into undertakings whioh 
every second statesman interprets 
differently ? Surely, Lord Sto-nloy'B 
political uso in this lifo is to see that 
political engagements aro clear, defi> 
nite and unambiguous.
